SCHOOLS CLAIM 
INTANGIBLE TAX 
Board Asserts City of 
Lincoln May Not 
Take Money. 
J Will Continue to Carry 
Workmen's Compen­ 
sation Bisk. 
By the provisions of the Intangible 
tax law* passed by the last legisla­ 
ture, the Lincoln school district is 
entitled to the one-third share as­ 
signed to the city of Lincoln, ac­ 
cording to the opinion expressed in 
a committee report submitted to the 
board of education Tuesday morn­ 
ing. Thi* is In addition to the one- 
third share of tax monies derived 
from intangibles and regularly as­ 
signed 
school districts. 
The report points out that, un­ 
der Lincoln's home rule charter, the 
municipality alone may levy taxes 
for the purposes of city Income and 
any legislative enactment to that 
end Is void Thu# the board belie# 
that the city may not profit from 
intangible taxation, such taxes hav­ 
ing been levied by the legislature 
and proposes to lay claim to the 
orphaned 
one-third assigned to 
the city under the law. 
A committee was appointed to lay 
the district'# claim before the city 
council and confer with the city of­ 
ficials upon the question, this being 
the first time it has been raised. If 
the school district is successful 
in 
prosecuting Its claims, the et feet will 
be to double the amount derived for 
school 
purposes 
from 
intangible 
sources. 
After considerable deliberation, the 
board determined to continue its 
policy of carrying its own workman’s 
compensation Insurance, at least for 
the ensuing year.
